The report debits Jones with— 

$149,250 state Londs,matured prior to January 
1, 1872, redeemed by Henry Clews & Co. with 
moneys of the state, (arising from the tale of 
gold bonds of the state, known as the seven per 
cent gold quarterties,) and subsequently paid by 

_ Treasurer Jones, Care.essly and negligentiy. 

$2 ,500, siate bunds, redet med by the Fourth 
Natioual bank of New York, (the financiai 
agent of the state im New York,) during the 
tem of Angier, treasurer, and improperly 
credited to Jones, Nov. 80, 1874. 

$27 500, state bende redeemed by Fourth 
Natioual bank in the eariy part of 1878 by ex- 
changing for same other state bonds, iasued in 
1878, aud not charged to Jones om his accounts 
witn.the state. For this $27,500 credit was taken 
by Jones, aud the amcuut is, by the auditor, 
chasged back to him on his eccount, 

Oa the foregoing bonds, interest paid, or 
claimed to have been paid by Jones, amounting 
to about $25,000, is denied by the auditor as a 
proper creait w Jones. 

In addition to the foregoing items of debit, 
the report further debits the ex-treasurer with 
about $4040 m gold coupons, paid by the 
Fourth National bauk in 1871, and improperly 
credi'ed to Jones in 1874. 

Sandry items of creait claimed by Jones, as 
not embraced in credits had to him in his gc- 
bounta with the state at the time of his removal 
from office, are denied to him, but are for the 
most part, allowed as rightful credits. 

The total indebtedness of the ex-treasurer at 
the time of his removal from office, November 

25, 1875, as shown by the report, is about 6250, 
900. 

The exact shape in which the case will next 

appear i not known The above is tne materi. 1 
part of the auditor’s report and will de reau 
with interest all over the stato. 

Auditor Pace nas proven a very faithful officer 
in this long and trying case, and his conduct is 
appreved by the counsel on both sides.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


— — - 


Debate on the BRccent Action of the 
Schoo] Obstraction ists. 
A large meeting gathered at the 
Scientific hall Tuesday evening and discussed 
t ie subject of education in Atlanta, Our peo- 
ple are aroused on this subject, as they have 
seldom been ar@used on any other, and on this 
occasion showed their determination to submit 
to no curtailmenteLthe scanty privileges affor- 
ded, but to demand that facilities for education 
be given to every child in Atlanta, in both 
grammar and high schools, 
The discussion was opened by Dr. Little, the 
president, a practical teacher himself, and our 
state geologist. We give below a synopsis of the 
speeches. 
DR. LITTLE'S REMARKS. 
After speaking of the subject as the most vital 
to Atlanta that could ever come before her peo- 
ple, he continued: The population of Atlanta 
is stated to be thirty-five thousand souls. Just 
fourteen years ago there were thirty-five thou* 
sand s uls congregated around Atlanta; they 
were confederate soldiers, who held the inter- 
eats of the south in their hands. It was my for- 
tune to be one of that number. We stood on 
the hills around this city strong and brave, con- 
fident. As we gradually drew in our lines, con- 
centrating our forces, and feit that the 
vital moment had come when we must 
stake our lives upon the contest 
there came a word that our leader was to be 
taken from us, he who bad disciplined us for the 
convest, guarded every approach, and won our 
supreme confidence. The moral effect of this 
was worse than actual defeat; and misfortune 
disaster and ruin were the results. To day I feel 
that the cause of education in the city of At- 
lanta is at stake. The board has failed to ap. 
point asuperintendent of public schools. Who, 
for a moment, supposes that any eliterprise can 
prosper witbout a head? I feel that it is a mo- 
ment of extreme importance to thie whole com- 
munity. 
Alter commenting upon the peculiar natural 
advantages Atlanta has, the speaker urged that 
the next greatest advantage was our public 
schoolb and he hoped nothing would be done 
to cripple them 
DR MILLER MAKES A TALK. 
Dr. H. V. M. Miller was called for, and among 
other things said: 80 far as my own views 
are concerncd, I will state that at first 1 was 
averse to making the experiment, and looked 
upon it with distrust. I had no personal in- 
terest in it; I had no chiidrea to educate and no 
special desire to educate anybody else’s children, 
but as a member of the community was per- 
fectly willing todo whatever the majority of 
that community thought best to be done. 
I know in common with all here that wher- 
ever public schools have beenjestablished, they 
have vindicated the wiedom which they wer 
inaugurated. They have as far as my informa- 
tion extends invariibly becomefexcvedingly pop- 
ular, and where they have deen long in 
use, I do not think there is an institution 
in any of those communities but would be sure 
rendered more readily than the common schools, 
Kuowing this, after they were established, I 
desired to see the system fairly tested and under 
favorable circumstances. I think the plan 
adopted in this city wasthe rightone. They 
appointed a superintendent who had general 
control over the teachers, and they furnished 
him with the mears of carrying them on 
and they held him responsible for the 
result. 1 think it was wisely done, 
I met a number of gentlemen visiting here in 
Atlants,avd uniformly heard them speak enthu 
siastically of the condition and management of 
the schools. In comparison with other pl es. 
the almest unanimous verdict was that they 
equalied the best schools established anywhere 
in the United States. Now, any alteration of 
that system, tit] time and experience har dem- 
onstrated that it is somewhere in error, is un- 
wiss. I regret exceedincly that the system has 
been interfered with, as it has been recently. 
There are some persons, perhaps, upon the 
board of education who think me system is 
founded in error. Now, in my humbie opinion, 
men who occupy the position which these mem. 
bers of the board hold 
OUGHT TO RESIGN THEIR Potirion. 
[Great applause } lf 1 were satisfied he system 
is jounded in error I would not bold the posi- 
tion as member cf the board one hour. I would 
resign at once and permit the system to be man- 
aged by its friends {Great applause. ] In order

A Constantinople dispatch to ‘he 
Times says that Mr. Fawcett has -o- 
turned from Sogos and reports tbat 
tense sufferings exist among the popu- 
lation south of the Rhodop mountai: s 
He enumerates horror. perpetrated Ly 
the Bulgarians and Oossacks, a:d 
sometimes by the regular Rursian sol 
diers, whose design seems to be the ex- 
termination or utter dispersion of the 
Mussulmen and the Christians fa vora- 
ble to them. In Domoda 
district 53 villages have been plundered 
and burned by Russian and Bulgarian 
troops within the last two months; 23 
villages have been equally laid waste 
and burnt in the district of Haskier, 
and in Philippopolis district 12 villages 
have been burned. In numerous vil- 
lages there had been a wanton destrucs 
ticn, attended by deeds of unheard of 
barbarity. Oases of men and woman 
being deliberately burnt alive have been 
frequent. Violation of young women has 
also been very frequent. Nothing more 
horrible than the particulars of this re 
port can be imagined. Its veracity rests 
on the official authority of one of the 
most respected of her majesty’s ser- 
vants and of the men employed 
by him upon his conviction of their 
perfect trustworthiness. Fawcett in- 
tends to lay his report before the Eng- 
lish, Aust and French ambassadors, 
with a view to sending out a commis- 
sion of inquiry to the spot to endeavor 
to put an end to these excesses.

| AGRIGULTURAL. 


THE FIELD- mba A cna iis pela ap R- : 


Quite a number of yarieties are now 
pressed upon the public, yet all of them 
require a good soil. We have repeatedly 
given the d ferent modes of sowing and 
cultivating. Drilling is perhaps the 
preferable plan for sow.ug. Before 
planting, have the ground freshly dug. 
Alter your plants are well up, see that 
they are yy thinned at the right 
time, and are kept perfectly free of 
weeds, A good plan to increase the size 
is, when the root to enlarge, to 
brush away the dirt about it, and 
give a light dressing of wood ashes. 

After the crop matures, and it is not 
desired to let the roots remain in the 
ground, either put them in hills, as we 
have préviousiy suggested, or store 
them in barrels, covered with sand. 


FLOWEKS. 

— During the growing season and es- 
pecially soon after every shower, stir 
the soil, Finely breaking the surface 
with a hoe or small rake after it has 
been beaten down by the rain, will en» 
able it to retain moisture much longer 
than if left to become hard, as it will 
do if not thus worked. 


—Provide strivgs, stakes or trellises 
toclimbers and top heavy plants, and 
to guide the young tendrils of climbers 
that are stretching out for support. 
Dahlias, gladiolus, &., should be pro- 
vided with stakes early in the season, 
to avoid their breaking down. 


—Do all you can to improve the 
shape and beauty of plants by judi- 
cious stopping or pruning. Simply 
pinching out the terminal eye of most 
plants will not mar their beauty in the 
least, while it will cause new branches 
to strike out below in a way that will 
greatly improve them. 


— Roses require high culture, and 
should be planted in good, well drain- 
ed soil. @ ground can scarcely be 
too rich. Winter protection of tender 
sorts is accomplished by covering, after 
one or two sharp frosts, with leaves, 
straw, evergreen boughs or earth, or by 
removing the plants to a dry cellar. 
‘lender ivies may be wintered in this 
way. The insects most commonly in- 
jurious to roses may easily be destroy- 
ed by dipping the plants in tobacco 
water, or by syringing them. 

Keep house plants as near the light 
as you can; give them all the air you 
can; water them only when they need 
it; n. ver do this when the surface is 
damp, and never let them stand in 
water; keep clean the leaves of your 
plants. Stir the surface of the soil 
when it seems run together or becomes 
mossy. If worms trouble your plante, 
water them several times with lime 
water, and they will come to the sur- 
face. Neverapply very cold water to 
plants, 

TO KEEP ONIONS, 

In our climate and in our winter 
there is no trouble to keep onions. In 
keeping them let there be dryness, 
thorough ventilation, coolness and free 
dum from fre st. 

Spread well-threshed straw some six 
or ten inches on the barn floor, or 
where you intend keeping them; upon 
this spread the onions five to ten inches 
thick and cover well withstraw. A 
ventilated cellar is best to keep them in. 

FODDER PULLING. 

Fodder puliiag will be in order after 
a while. When the milk begins to 
leave the grain or rather has left it, 
then strip the fodder. To pull the 


Do not allow your fodder to get wet 
alter it has dried. As soon as cured, 
the crop should be housed if possible. 


COTTON, 


Cotton will make rapidly this weather. 
Keep your cropthoroughly cleaned; we 
presume it is so far advanced that there 
is no necessity for further deep plow- 
ing Surface culture is now all the 
plowi: g you can do. The wing sweep, 
or the cultivator, is the best plow to 
use. Do not run too close to your cot- 
ton. Let the hoes remove all grass 
from the drills. When the crop is laid 
by let it be as clean as possible; it will 
keep the late crop and aid the pickers 
when they begin their work. 


A DOG LAW. 


We repeatedly receive letters asking 
that we advocate the passage of a dog 
law by the next general assembly. We 
have on various occasions intimated 
our opinicn that a law of this character 
was right, and that euch a oe should 
exist, that sheep were as much entitled 
to the benefit of the protection of law 
as any other live stock; but the trouble 
is, such a law is not popular. Take for 
instance Fulton county. Colonels My- 
natt, Hammond and Hulsey are to be 
our next representatives. eir entire 
constituents, haps, do not own 200 
sheep, yet do do own over 2,000 
dogs. They do not favor a dog law, so 
what can our represeatatives do ?

GOOD JUDGMENT. 

Cato had a fayuriie maxim, which was 
that a farmer should always be seeking 
to sell, rather thanto buy. What would 
the censor say, il life could be 
into him, could he have visited the 
iarms of Georgia during the past twelve 
years, aud witnessed their manage- 
ment? From the hat on the farmer’s 
head to the shoe on his foot, from the 
little strip of bacon hid away in his 
house to the little bale of hay in his 
barn, and the sack of guano in his 
smoke-house, not an article made at 
home. He has consumed, used and 


| wears; yet, until now, he has not bred, 


raised, or manufactured. His hay has 
come from New England, his corn from 
Missouri, his plow trum New York, his 
mule from Kentucky, his bacon from 
Ohio, his guano from the Pacific, his 
and over 
all, a lien, or mortgage, for ali this, and 
the poor farmer has siruggied to raise a 
little cotton to pay for it all. 

Others have been as short-sighted as 
the farmer, for they have bought the 
cotton he raised and, at much expense, 
shipped it off to be spun and wove, to 
be shipped back, while Georgia has 
— — sufficient to move mil 
lions of spindles, and with it, so many 
poor asking for bread for want of 
work, 

POULTRY. 

A good breed of chickens brought up 
with care generally show excellent 
health and constitution. No fowls can 
thrive well, or be profitable unless they 
are plentifully fed and have a comforta- 
ble place to roost in at night, and for a 
shelter in bad weather. Have a good 
hen-house, well ventilated, and so as to 
be well lighted when requ red, fre- 
quently clean it out, and cuccasionally 
white wash it, and once in a while fu- 
migate withsulphur. If ycurchickens 
caich the pip, which isa white scale 
that grows on the end of the tongue, 
pull off the scale and rub the tongue 
with a little salt. They will not have 
the pip if you give them plenty oi 
clean, fresh water. Have grass runs 
and shades for them—iook after their 
e mfort and convenience. Dirty, 
neglected quarters, bad ventila- 
tion, bad water, and improper food 
is the cause of chicken diseases. 

We advise that you breed from 
thoroughbred fowla— the egg producers 
will give more pounds of flesh, for the 
same quantity of feed and care; and it 
costs no more to feed good poultry than 
to maintain bad. Thoroughbreds are 
heavier than the common fowl, fiaer 
and are equally as hardy. They lay 
richer, larger, and more eggs; they come 
to maturity. sooner, are More quiet, 
healthier, and, if attended to, are good 
winter layers. 

A very good summer food for old 
fowls is a mixture of one-half bran and 
one-half corn meal (scalded), say fed in 
the morning; whea:, oats or corn at 
night. 

Wheat is better for egg producing 
than corn. In winter, a good feed is 
boiled turnips, potatoes, cabbage, or 
onions, with scraps of beet, fed cold, 
with meal in it. Vary their food. 

Let your chickens have access to 


eed regulariy, keep dirty water away 
from them. See that sitting bens have 
plenty of food and water every day. 


A BETTER TIME,

GEORGIA FINANCAS. 


We print elsewhere an ebstract of 
the quarterly reports of the financial 
condition of the state fcr the three 
months ending June 30th. These re- 
ports are made by the treasurer and 
comptroller general under a require- 
ment of the new constitution, and are 
printed for the information of the pub- 
lic and the convenience of the governor, 
It will be seen that the state is in a very 
prosperous condition, ail things con- 
sidered. The receipts from all sources, 
from April 30 to June 30, were 8945, 
938 29, and the expenses $397,021 54, 
leaving a balance in the treasury of 
$548,916 75. Treasurer Renfroe is one 
of the most careful, capable and eco- 
nomical officers the state has ever had, 
and his management of the finances of 
the state is characterized by untiring 
zeal and fidelity.

In a word, not 
to put too fine a point on it, the influ- 
ence of the press is, as a distinguished 
historian has remarked, simply inimita- 
ble. 


THE M’DANIEL CASE. 


Some comment has been made on the 
action of Governor Colquitt in commut- 
ing the death penalty adjudged against 
Washington McDaniel to imprisonment 
for life. 

For our own satisfaction we called 
yesterday at the executive office and 
were shown a certified copy of the evi~ 
dence upon which McDaniel was com-~ 
muted. To that evidence alone the 
governor was restricted in forming his 
judgment upon the c:se. He had no 
knowledge of McDaniel personally, and 
if he had such information should not 
have been allowed a feather’s weight 
in determining his action—nor should 
the governor have given greater regard 
to the information of others except that 
which was collected under cath at the 
trial of the case. It matters not if the 
prisoner was reported to have killed 
other men; reason, or law which is the 
perfection of reason, will not allow his 
case to be prejudiced by such rumors. 
If before conviction the presumption 
of innocence shall avail the prisoner 
even after an indictment has been 
found, much more should such pre- 
sumption be a wall of defence against 
rumors and suspicions. 

No candid man who reads the evi- 
dence in this case, can resist the con» 
clusion that commuting the sentence 
of McDaniel was not an arbitrary ex- 
ercise of executive clemency, but was 
just and proper under the circum» 
stances. This, we have no doubt, in- 
duced the large number of petitions, 
including the county officers of the 
county where he was sentenced, to sign 
the petition for McDaniel’s pardon or 
a commutation of his sentence. If 
those who read this testimony still 
clamor for McDaniel’s death, and say 
he ought to be hung for other murders 
committed by him, it is only neceseary 
to put these rumors of his being guilty 
of those crimes in the shape of evi- 
dence, lay it before the grand jury in 
the county where the crimes were com- 
mitted, if at all; have a true bill and a 
trial,and if he ts adjudged guilty of 
murder, he can be hung; until then 
he is safely confined for life, working 
out a sentence more terrible than 
death.

Ex Gov. Rector is said to be willing to 
lead such a motly lot; but whether he 
does or not, there is no chance to de- 
feat the democratic ticket. 

The platform adopted by the late 
convention is a gocd one. It keeps 
step to popular music, It favors 
the substitution of United States treas- 
ury notes for national bank bills and 
their being made full legal tender save 
where a contract specifies otherwise; 
deplores the contraction of the curren- 
cy ; opposes further increase of the in · 
torest- bearing debt; favors the “equali- 
zation of the value of the greenback, sil 
ver and gold for all purposes, so that 
a national dollar shall be a dollar 
among all our people and in every de- 
partment of our government“; de- 
mands the unqualified repeal of the re- 
sumption act} favora a subsidy for a 
eouthern Pacific railroad and appro- 
priations for the construction of levees 
on the Mississippi river; calls for a 
tariff for revenue only; invites immi- 
gration to the state ; ihdorses the fraud 
investigation by congress, and declares 
that the colored population of Arkan- 
sas are identified in interest with the 
democratic party of the state, and the 
convention, recognizing the impor- 
tance of a more harmonious feeling, 
embraces the opportunity of inviting 
the colored people to an active co-op- 
érationin furthering common interests. 
The democrats of Arkansas surely can 
not want a better platform than this. 


PRINCIPLES, NOT MEN. 


In connection with the protest 
which, in another article, we have 
entered against certain methods and 
processes calculated to weaken and 
undermine the democratic organization 
in Georgia, the following from the 
Northeastern Progress, published at 
Harwony Grove, is not altogether in- 
appropriate: 

And right here, the writer would enter his 
solemn protest against the practice of announ- 
cing thrcugh the press, the preferences enter- 
tained by delegates for this man or that one, as 
the nominee—or candidate for pominee—of the 
convention. This practice, carried on as it has 
been for the last few days, appears to us fraught 
with nothing but danger to the principle for 
which the organized democracy are battling. 
To be more explicit, the practice of heralding, 
with a flourish of trumpets, as it were, that the 
delegates selected are in favor of this man or that 
man, goes far, inour humble opinion towards 
making the impression on the outside worid, 
that even within the ravks of those who claim 
to be the ‘‘organized democracy,” there is sim- 
ply an antagonistic scramble for men, while prin- 
ciple s overlooked and ignored. 


This is sound doctrine. We are of 
the opinion that the practice of sending 
pledged and instructed delegates to 
nominating conventions is one more 
honored in the breach than in the ob- 
servance. While its effects are not se- 
rious in any particular body, we believe 
that in the long-run it interferes with 
that spirit of harmony and accord that 
should characterize every earnest or- 
ganization. The people will have done 
their duty if they elect their 
best men as delegates—men who can 
be depenied- upon to select the best 
and most available man as the candis 
date of the party. A pledged delegate 
has no opportunity to exercise his 
judgmen: in the light of contingencies 
which may not be apparent to the peo- 
ple whom his voice represents, All 
reforms are in the hands of the people. 
If they select representative men to 
represent them, these men will select a 
representative man to represent the 
party and its principles. The model 
convention of the past three or four 
years was that which assembled at 
Ringgold the otherday. The delegates 
had only one end in view—the success 
of the party. They knew that to com- 
pass that success they were compelled 
to select the best man as the standard- 
bearer, and their choice was instinctive 
and unanimous, It fell upon George 
Lester, the man of all others to carry 
the party banner to victory—the man 
of all others to champion the cause of 
democracy, to close the breaches of di- 
cord and heal the wounds of disorgani- 
zation. 


BLUE BRIDGE CROSSINGS. 


Important changes in the connections 
between the South Atlantic coast and 
the great northwest are impending. 
Two years will probably bring about 
a completion of the missing links, and 
make the Tennessee and Carolina rail- 
road systems one for the purposes of 
through traffic. Both of the Carolinas 
are looking forward to this result. 
In the course of a year the 
Spartanburg extension will be 
completed to Asheville, where it must 
await the completion of the Swanannoa 
tunnel under the troublesome Blue 
Ridge. Thistunnel is on the North 
Carolina extension, which is to be 
joined at Ashéville by the South Caro 
lina branch. Beyond the great tunnel 
there are sixty miles of track to be 
built to reach Paint Rock on the Ten- 
nessee line. From Asheville to Paint 
Rock the line runs down the easy-going 
French Broad, and at least forty per 
cent. of the grading is completed. It 
is thought that in two yeare’s time 
both of the Oarolina branches 
can and will de completed 
w Paint Rock, giving both Charleston 
and Beaufort direct lines to the north- 
west. . 
This, however, depends upon the 
completion of the Tennessee links, of 
which there is not much douht. The 
gap from Wolf Creek to Paint Rock is 
short, and the officers of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia company 
say that that they will beat Paint Rock 
as soon as the Carolinians are. A gap 
of about fifty miles remains to be built 
in order to tap the Cincinnati Southern 
road, the future great north and 
south trunk line below the 
Ohio river. If no other corporation 
would build this connection, Oincin- 


nati would ; for she could not afford to

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THE GEORGIA DEMOCRACY-A WORD 
IN SEASON. 


We feel it to be a duty we owe to the 
people as well as to the democratic 
party of Georgia, to enter a firm and an 
emphatic protést against the peculiar 
methods of campaigning which have 
been adopted by the aspirants for con- 
gressional honors. These methods em- 
body the germ of an evil that will 
sooner or later, if the people do not 
take the matter in hand, develop into 
dissensions, and bickerings, and diviss 
ions in every district in the state. The 
democratic party cannot succeed 
where there is a lack of harmony and 
unity among its members; so that 
whatever is calculated to mar the har 
mony or destroy the unity essential to 
victory is an evil to be firmly and vig- 
orously corrected. One of the most 
important articles of our political creed 
is that the success of the democratic 
party —the triumph of the principles of 
that party—is far more essential, far 
more important, than the success of 
any man or any set of men, and when 
we believe that the success of the 
party is in the remotest degree endan~ 
gered by the ambition of any of its 
mem hers we shall not hesitate to sharp- 
en our protest with such criticism as 
circumstances may seem to suggest. 

As matters now stand we feel called 
upon to eater a protest against the ac- 
tion of the various district committees 
in postponing the nominating conven- 
tions for the purpose, as it would ap- 
pear, of giving the various aspirants an 
opportunity to stir up the feeling of 
partisanship which iuvariably exists 
wherever there are three or four popu- 
lar men striving for the same prize. 
An active canvass by rival candidates 
in advance ef the nomination is to be 
deplored, and, at this particular junc- 
ture, is decidedly dangerous, It is cal- 
culated to develop and nurse into life 
a spirit of dissatisfaction among the 
people. Each candidate has his par- 
ticular friends and these friends form 
a faction which will not be satisfied 
with the nomination of the 
convention unless theiz fa 
vorite is selected to represent 
the party. This is human nature, and 
the remedy is, not to make an attempt 
to retorm human nature, but to take to 
task those who bave conspired {0 bring 
about this state of things. The amateur 
politicians must be taught that conven- 
tions are held for the convenience of 
the people and not for the convenience 
of candidates who may desire tu convert 
the districts into political hippodromes 
and go around the circuit arousing a 
spirit of partizanship among their 
friends. If those whose duty it is to 
cali the conventions cannot be taught 
by mild criticism that it is the conven- 
ience of the people and not the conven" 
ience of candidates that is to be sub- 
served, then some more effectual 
method must be resorted to. 

As an illustration ot the evil to which 
we have alluded, we need go no further 
than the fifth district. The candidates 
for the nomination, whose names have 
thus far been mentioned, are all 
good men, worthy of the confi- 
dence of the people and the 
support of the party. They are all 
popular, and all have large followings 
in the district. The most of them are 
even calculated to arouse enthusiasm 
among their friends—enthusiasm of 
such a character that the friends of one 
would be far from satisfied if any other 
than their favorite receives the nomina- 
tion. A -imilar state of things exists in 
in several of the other districts, but we 
have alluded to the filth in order that 
our readers may the more readily ap- 
preciate the dangers and difficulties of 
the situation. These dangers and diffi- 
culties, it must be understood, are 
wholly independent of the will or the 
efforts of the aspirants. themselves. 
There is probably not an aspirant for 
congressional honors in Georgia to-day 
—(always excepting those whose re- 
markable greed for office has caused 
them to defy the party)—who would 
not sacrifice his own inclinations and 
desires to the good of the demotracy. 
The trouble is, the triends of the can 
didates are not willing to accept the 
sacrifice with equal complacency, and 
the result is the development of a spirit 
of dissatisfaction which subsides into 
lukewarmness only to-flare up again 
upon the slightest provocation and in a 
shape that may bring about the most 
serious division. 

Tbe fault is not with the aspirants. 
It is with those who have control of the 
party machinery by which conventions 
are called. By postponing the acsem- 
bling of these bodies to a very late date 
they have given an opportunity for an 
independent candidate to come in and 
take advantage of the lukewarmness 
and dissatisfaction certain to be engen- 
dered among the more enthusiastic 
friends of the defeated candidates: 
The remedy is a very simple one. The 
district committees have only to re- 
member that conventions are called for 
the convenience of the people and not 
for the convenience of candidates. The 
committees should remember, more“ 
over, that their power proceeds from 
the people and that it is to be exercised 
wholly in the interest of the people.

Second Baptist church in Atlanta in the summer 
of 1875. Our informant tells us thai the follow- 
ing is the siatement oi Mr. Simpson with refer- 
ence to the investigaiions made by him at 
Greensboro : 

MR. SIMPSON’S DISCOVERIES. 

Mr. Simpson passed through this city Saturday 
last, en route to Greensboro. He had in his 
pocket a picture of West alias Bostwick, which 
he obtained from Mzsjer Conner of Chattanooga. 
Upon his arrival here he visited Dr. Spalding 
and procured from him a picture of Mr. Fackler.

The deacon 
of the Greensboro church informed Mr. Simpson 
while in company with him upon the streets that 
Mr Fackler had stated from the pulpit that he 
was 

A MARRIED MAN, 
and that he had a wife and two children residing 
in Louisville, Ky., where he resided many years, 
engaged as a printer upon the Courier-Journal. 
A few weeks ago Mr Fackler siated to a member 
of the church that he intended removing his 
family to Greensboro to live, and wanted to pro 
cure board forthem. Very soon after this it 
was ascertained that Mr Fackler was 
PaYING RIS ADDRESSES TO Mies YARBROUGH, 

the charming daughter of the proprietress of 
the Yarbrough houee at Greensborough. The 
marriage services of the coupie were celebrated 
soon after in the parlor of the hotel, and Rey. 
J. W. Fackier, according to his own statement, 
was a muchly married man. This social event 
in Greensboro was soon noised about and 
the occurrence furnished a topic of considera- 
ble discussion. Fackler was invited out of the 
pulpit of the church and the congregation be« 
came much excited over the event. Fackler 
soon tecame the associate of the scum of the 
town, and associated with only 

THE LOWEST OF TFE LOW, 
A special friend who accompanied him on all 
occasions Was the head bully of che town. This 
pair was rarely seen separated, but would go 
arm in arm together upon every occasion. Mr. 
Simpson and his friend called at the hotel and 
were informed that Mr. Fackler was out, Af- 
ter leaving the hotel and upon arriving at a cor- 
ner not far distant, the deacun remarked te 
Mr. B., 

“THERE THEY ARE NOW,” 


and pointed to two individuals coming down 
the street. Thetworeferred to were the man 
who was the object of their search, and his 


men approached Mr. Simpson and his friend 
until the quartette met face to face upon the 
sidewalk. Fackler said to Mr. S.: 
“I suppose that you are hunting me; are 
vou?!“ 
Mr Simpson made no repiy, as the qiery was 
put in such a threatening manner but only 
eyed the individual who made the remark with 
a view to compare «very feature of the face with 
those of the pictures which he carried in his 
pocket.

ion that Fackler had a face that would denote 
honesty of purpose and contradict avy slander 
that might be brought against him He was 
very loath tobelieve that the man in question 
was Fackler. He gave many good reasons why 
he thought that the man purporting to be Fack» 
ler was Bostwick, a fraud, whose picture ap- 
peared in the Police Gazetteseveral months ago, 
he having committed some rascality at that time 
that made his picture of value to that sensa- 
tional journal.
